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Flu hits schools: 
Some sickness, 
some in health

QUAD CITIES — As the cold and flu season rages on, area 
schools are undergoing their annual dips in attendance. 

While some schools are experiencing high numbers of absentee- 
ism, others seem to be untouched by seasonal ailments including 
colds, flu and strep throat 

“It’s the normal time of year for this to start happening,’ Tom 
Holloway, District 9 health officer, said. ‘It's nothing out of the 
ordinary.”’ = * 

Fortunately, there are no known cases of measles among Gran- 
ite City ‘students, Holloway said. At least two have been reported 
in nearby St. Louis County. 

“We've had a few scares, but still no reported cases of mea- 
sles,’’ Holloway said. ‘‘None have been reported but any reports of 
rashes are being highly scrutinized.” 

Although “the seasonal bout with flu may not be unusual or 
unexpected, for many principals it has been a little disruptive 

“We've been inundated with strep and flu cases since after 
Christmas,’’ Ellen Voyles, principal of Niedringhaus School, said. 
Combining the number of absent students with those sent home 
sick, Voyles said, as many as 90 students in one day were affect-

EAST ST. LOUIS — The 
North Pump Station of the Metro 
East Sanitary District is falling 
apart. The station pumps water 
from the Cahokia Ditch, which 
drains all of Madison County. 

MESD President Walter 
“‘Shang’’ Greathouse describes 
repair of the station, built in 
1935, as ‘‘the No. 1 priority’ of 
the many repairs and improve- 
ments needed by the MESD 
flood control system 

On Feb. 28, voters will be 
asked to approve a tax increase 
to help finance repairs to the 
system. Approval of the increase 
would bring the MESD $23 mil- 
lion from the federal govern- 
ment for a $31 million rehabilita 
tion project. 

Proponents of the plan have 
warned that failure to modernize 
the flood protection system will 
mean property insurance will 
become prohibitively expensive 
or even impossible to get, a 
will prevent mortgages from 
being: obtained in buying and 
selling hornes. g

Inside are four 900-horsepower 
electric pumps and one 500-h.p. 
pump; these pumps are turned 
on only when the river level 
reaches 19.5 feet. That’s the lev- 
‘el at which water begins to flow 
from the Mississippi River into 
the Cahokia Ditch instead of the 
other way around.

Three of the four big pumps, 
each of which is supposed to be 
capable of pumping 152,000 gal- 
lons per minute, need’ repair 
One is virtually useless, Greath 
ouse said 

The last time three of the 
umps were reconditioned was 
in 1974. Greathouse had the 
fourth fixed last year at a cost 
of $5,000. 

The last time the pumps were 
turned on (April 1988), they 
caused the building to vibr: so 
severely that mortar rained 
from the walls. 

One of four gates won't rise to 
let water out of the Cahokia 
Ditch. All of them leak 

The water from Wednesday's 
rain churned through two of the 
gates on its way to the Mississip- 
pi River 100 yards away, on the 
other side of the levee. 

The water is funneled into 
three box tunnels 12 feet in 
diameter that lead to the river. 
One of the tunnels is completely 
blocked with silt 

Greathouse said the North 
Pump Station, one of three main 
stations in the MESD system, 
needs about $1.3 million of work. 
He said he *‘wouldn’t call it an 
emergency” in the sefise that 
the station couldn't handle a 
high river and a heavy rain 

But Greathouse said that if the 
referendum doesn’t pass and 
nothing else is done, it’s only a 
matter. of time until the station 
loses its ability to protect Madi- 
son County from river flooding 

“If this thing doesn’t pa 
we're just going to have to sit 
here and wait for something to 
Greathouse said.

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Camcorder causes confusion Venice to host 5-county tournament

VENICE — The absence of a 
requisition for purchase of a 
$1,500 video camcorder caused 
concern _and some confusion 
among school board members:

The high school has a cam- 
corder and the new unit is for 
the elementary school, McCas- 
kill said. 

“We are a very small district 
to have two camcorders,” Glas- 
per said. 

But McCaskill maintained 
there were enough activities at 
the school to utilizé both 
machines. 


“They can be used for both that 


teacher evaluation and observa- 
tion and they are also set up for 
instructional purposes,” McCas- 
kill said. 

“I hope there wasn’t some 
other equipment we could have 
bought for our kids other than a 
camcorder,’’ Glasper_ said.

Taxpayers 
gain power 
with the IRS

Taxpayers this year will be 
armed with several valuable 
new weapons with which to 
defend themselves in the’ annual 
battle with the formidabJe Inter- 
hal Revenue Service. ~~ 
Late last. year, Congress 
sed the ‘Taxpayer Bill of 
ights."’ This was a New Year’s 


gift to long-suffering taxpayers” 


-who believe they have had “less 
than a fair shake from federal 
tax collectors,’’ says James 
Ivers, associate professor of tax- 
ation’ at American College in 
Bryn Mawr, Pa. 

“If you’ve ever felt you've 
come up short at tax time, you 
now have the legal right to nego- 
tiate with the IRS for payment 
of income jtaxes on the install- 
ment plan.’” 

Previously, that was only-done 
at"the whim of the IRS. The tax- 
payer, of course, will have to 
pay interest on taxes outstanding 
dyring the year, but that amount 
isvfar less than the severe penal- 
tiés normally imposed on tax 
delinquents. 

“Wnder another section of the 

“Taxpayer Bill of Rights’? — 

Wart of the Revenue Act of 
1988 — taxpayers will have a 
mpre powerful ally within the 
IRS. Ivers ap) applauds a significant 
broadening of the powers of the 

‘Taxpayer Ombudsman” who 
directs the IRS's problem-resolu- 
tign program. 

“If too-zealous collection tac 
and other forms of IRS 
issment cause severe hard- 

ship, the ombudsman now has 
statutory authority to issue 
so-called ‘taxpayer assistance 
orders,’ which can correct 
wrongful acts by the agency,” 
Ivers says. ‘He can even order 
a lien on property lifted.’ 

But Ivers cautioned that the 
IRS still has the last word 

According to the bill, any tax 
payer assistance order can be 
“‘modified or rescinded by the 
TRS district director, service 

rector, compliance cen 
or regional director 
of-appeals."’ 

Still another long-overdue pro- 
tection will prohibit the IRS 
from evaluating the performance 
of field agents based on dollar 
collection quotas. Setting such 
quotas is believed to have been a 
¢ommon practice in the IRS 
The new provision should reduce 


. intimidation of taxpayers to 


extract unfair, 
large settlements 

Ciling the ‘‘Bill of Rights,"’ 
taxpayers now can also sue the 
IRS for'up to $100,000 if they feel 
they have been victims of overly 
aggressive or illegal enforce- 
ment tactics. 

“That's after all other admin 
istrative remedies have been 
exhausted by the taxpayer.” 
Ivers says ie cautions, howev. 
er, that if the court decides a 
eivil suit is frivolous or ground- 
less, it can order the taxpayer to 


unreasonably 


pay up to $10,000 in fines to the~ 


government. 

The IRS also can be sued if 
one of its employees wrongtully 
fails to release a lien on a tax- 
payer's property, which is fre 
quent occurrence. If that hap- 
pens, the government now must 
pay the taxpayer an amount 
equal to the total of actual, 
direct economic damages plus 
fegai costs. 

One of the most nettlesome 
wrongs righted by the new bill 
relates to penalties and exces- 
sive taxes paid by individuals 
who file incorrect returns based 
on inaccurate information given 
out by the IRS — provided the 
request and the response were in 
writing 

The IRS itself has acknowl! 
edged that 38 percent of its 
answers to taxpayer questions 
have been wrong 

There also may be more mon- 
ey in the pocket of a taxpayer 
who defeats the IRS in Tax 
Court and now is entitled to 
“reasonable administrative 
costs’’ incurred in the pro- 
cess — often a considerable 
sum. Formerly made only at the 
discretion of the court, such 
awards will henceforth have the 
force of law. 

“But it is not automatic, and 
it’can be risky," Ivers s: 

‘Even though the IRS loses in 
court, if its position is found to 
be substantially justified, and 
the taxpayer can't prove other- 
wise, no costs will be awarded."

pleased to learn that the “Bill of 
Rights’’ permits the taping of 
interviews with the IRS. 

An JRS agent may do the 
same, as long as the taxpayer is 
informed in advance and given a 
transcript on pequest. Having an 
accurate record of what each 
side says during discussion of a 
disputed tax return could prove 
valuable should the case | 
im Tax Court. 

The IRS now is required to 
send to all taxpayers a -full dis- 
closure statement called *‘Your 
Rights As a Taxpayer,” written

State helping seniors © 
to live independently ;

Nearly a decade has passed 
since Mlinois first began operat- 
ing its Community Care Pro- 
gram, the program that makes 
it possible for frail older people 
to continue living inde 
in their own homes and commu- 
nities. 5 

It’s been a good investment 
for Hlinois because it touches 
real people in real communities 
like yours. It helps older people 
who are battling everything 
from arthritis, heart disease and 
paralytsis to djabetes, cancer 
and osteoporosis; and it helps 
family members who need a 
break from the constant 
demands of caregiving. 

The Community Care Pro- 
grant, now one of the largest of 
its kind in the nation, has always 
been a priority for the Thompson 
Administration. We know that 
older people prefer to live at 
home if they possibly can, and 
we know that in-home care is 
more cost effective than nursing 
home care. 

Administered through the Illi- 
nois Department on Aging, ser- 
vices offered through the Com- 
munity Care Program include 
case management, chore/house- 
keeping, homemaker and adult 
day care 

individuals receiving services 
might need help doing laundry 
or fixing a meal or taking a 
bath. But basically, our clients 
can still make it on their own. 
To them, there is nothing more

When the program was initiat- 
ed in 1979, there were 3,600 cli- 
ents.

Although income 
tevel is not a criterion for eligi- 
bility, it is a consideration, 
because clients whose protected 
incomes are above $426.a month, 
$639 for a couple, share the cost 
of services 

Community Care clients typ 
cally live alone, have degenera- 
tive ailments, and pay a cost 
share of about $26 a month. The 
majority of clients are 75 years 
of age or older and more than 80 
pereent-are women. 

While homemaker and chore- 
housekeeping services are 
offered in the client's home or 
apartment, adult day care is 
offered in’ a supervised group 
setting, such as a local commu 
nity building. This service pro- 
vides social and therapeutic 
activities for the participant, as 
well as a welcome respite for 
family caregivers 

Adult day care is particularly 
beneficial for Alzheimer's dis 
ease victims, and staff in all 58 
of the State-funded care cente 
have been trained to offer spe- 
cialized programs for their 
dementia clients

It is difficult‘to treat — and 
virtually impossible to kill. 

MAI is unlikely to be the 
cause of death, but it can open 
the door to a fatal illness, said 
Dr. William Powderly of the 
AIDS Clinical Trial Unit in St. 
Louis. 

MAI is a bacteria present in 
everyone's body — because it is 
present in nearly everything péo- 
ple touch. A healthy immune

But for le with AIDS, MAI 
grows and spreads rapidly. 

Its symptoms are seemii 
endless-— fever, weight loss, 
bone pain, stomach and intesti- 
nal problems, swelling of the 
lymph node, liver and spleen, 
skin lesions, infections, 
joint problems and meningitis.

1929, Transcontinental Air Trans- 
port, the forerunner of WA,

“At points where passengers 
would transfer from train to 
plane, a deal was made with 
Harvey House, a famous restau 
rant chain, to provide meals,” 
Davis says 

The two-day transcontinental 
journey cost $338. , 

“This was so expensive that 
TAT reduced the fare to $160," 
Davies says. ‘Even so, only the 
very wealthy could afford it. As 
the brochure stated, it was for 
‘the fortunate few.’\’ 

TAT’s train-plane service was 
the first air service designed 
specifically. for passengers, but 
it was not the norm. In the early 
days of the industry, the air- 
lines’ first priority was-carrying 
the mail and cargo. On most

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Although meals were aus 
tere,"’ Davies sa “it was all 
rather jolly and passengers 
thought they were fortunate to 
get anything at all.” 

The big change came with the 
introduction of female flight 
attendants. The first stewardess, 
nurse Ellen Church, was _ hired 
by United Air Lines in 1930. It 
was thought that hiring women 
who were nurses would ease the 
minds of skittish passengers 
Airline executive S.A. Simpson 

roposed the idea in a memo to 

is boss: “Imagine the psycholo- 

gy.” he said. “Imagine the tre- 
mendous effect on the traveling 
public.”” 

Soon, preparing and serving 
meals aloft became an impor- 
tant part of the flight attendant’s 
job — and it remains so today 

By the mid-1930s, as competi-. 
tion between airlines increased, 
efforts were made to improve 
and vary the food service. One 
airline had the co-pilot take the 
passengers’ orders; the orders 
were radioed ahead to where the 
food was prepared so it could be 
put on board upon landing. 

Eastern Airlines arranged its 
schedule so that passengers 
could eat at airport restaurants 
before undertaking the next leg 
of their journey. In 1937, hot 
meal service was introduced 
The food was kept warm in spe- 
cial thermos containers and 
jugs. 

Airlines began to spend time 
and effort to keep passen- 

ers — and their stomachs — 

appy. As early as 1930, Boeing 
Air Transport hired a dietician 
as chief stewardess and pro- 
ceeded to make food a serious 
«study. Rich and fatty foods were 
eliminated, as they could lead to 
air sickness. 

American Airlines hired New 
York food consultant Pearl Metz- 
elthin, who introduced wooden 
utensils on flights and nixed 
such menu items as broccoli and 
fish because their preparation 
created lingering odors. Souvenir 
menus were printed for Christ- 
mas, New Year's, St. Valentine's 
Day and St. Patrick’s Day; fresh 
flower on the food tables or 
trays provided a special touch.

bacon and coffee greeted their 
awakening. During the 1950s, the 
Boeing Stratocruiser even includ- 
ed a cocktail bar. 

Only one kind of airline travel 
existed in the 1930s and 1940s — 
first class. 

“Pourist class was not intro 
duced until 1948 in: the United 
States, and in 1952 on trans-At- 
lantic’ flights; economy class 
began six years later,’ Davies 
says. “Both were inaugurated in 
the interest of expanding the 
market. Today, business class 
has taken the place of tourist 
class, and only about 5 percent 
of the traveling public flies first 
class.”" 

Regardless of what class a 
traveler chooses, the in-flight 
food will be prepared by any one 
of a dozen companies nation- 
Although most airlines 
contract out this service, some, 
such as United Air Lines, have 
their own in-flight.kitchens. Unit- 
ed has 17 flight kitchens in the 
United States employing somc 
3,000 workers. 

*“*Menus on our flights change 
every two weeks, although we 
hope to be going to a weekly 
rotation soon,” explains Edgar 
Bader, wha has been an execu 














tive chef at United for more 
than 14 years, 
The meals are planned about 


a year in advance and coordinat 
ed nationwide so that a passen 
ger traveling round trip from 
New York to Los Angeles within 
the same week will not receive 
he same meal 

Keeping this straight means 
that the kitchens are organized 
down to the last detail, Some 
caterers color-code their food by 
day, for example, to make sure 
that something made today goes 
out today and not tomorrow 

Usually there are two to three 
hours between the time a meal 
is prepared and when it is 
served in flight. During . this 
time, the food is chilled in spe- 
cial compartments, then 
reheated in microwave ovens on 
board the aircraft at mealtime 
Some airlines buy about half of 
their meals frozen; first-clas 
and business-class food is usual- 
ly prepared from fresh ingredi 
ents 

Even airlines that use a con- 
tractor to provide in-flight meals 
still “plan their own menus, us 
their own equipment and decide 
if they want to provide china or 























a sable service,’ explains 
rl Dunaway, senior vice presi 
dent marketing in Marriott 


Corporation's In-Flite Servic 
Marriott, which provides 1 m 
lion meals a day to some 150 air- 
lines worldwide, is the industry's 









largest in-flight caterer. Th 
company operates 100 flight 
kitchens worldwide. 

Regardless of who prepares 
the meals, the real issue has 


always been the qualily of the 
food. 


Says Bader: ‘'Fifteen years 
ago, people were happy with 
white bread and a salad of green 


lettuce and a tomato. Toda 
they want better dessert 
choice of grain breads 
variety of salad ingredients. 

For variety, airlines tout eth- 
nic or regional food ited Air 
Lines, for example, inaugurated 
in Oktoberfest menu on a recent 
Chicago flight. Mexican food 
might be served abodrd a flight 
from Dallas or seafood on a 
flight from Baltimore : 

Another growing field is tha 
of “special meals” food pre 
pared for religious or dietary 
reasons. Included are kosher 
foods as well as low-cholesterol, 
low-sodium, diabetic or vegetari- 
an _dishe: 

For 95 percent of the flying 
public who travel economy class 
passengers will find that what 
was once a full meal is now a 
snack. 

‘Airlines used to Serve a meal 
on every flight more than an 
hour or so long,’ the Smithson- 
ian’s Davies says. ‘“‘Now, many 
offer meals only on 90-minute or 
longer flights.”’ 

But, Davies points out, this is 
the rule on U.S. airlines only: 
“Many foreign airlines still offer 
full-meal service ev on flights 
of less than one hour.”* 7 

The days of elegant dining 
above the clouds are not gone 
forever, A look at first-class and 
business-class in-flight menus 
from around the world bears 
that out. 

On a flight from Amsterdam 
to Houston, KLM, the Dutch
